Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C, § 102 

Claims 10 and 18 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Singhal U. S. Patent 6,163,782 in view of Subramaniam et al. 
U. S. Patent 5,859,972. Claims 10 and 18 have now been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11-17 were not rejected on the prior art but the Examiner indicated 
they would not be indicated as allowable until after a response to this Action has 
been reviewed.
